Th» Director ha* requested further infonmtlon concerning th« oiroiaastance* 
under wtoioh Mr. Buhlar was transferred fr<« SO to 31/ Tb# European ’Theater 
report for September (SO eeotion) proteatn thi* acttdik^cB^th* pert of the 
Branch## concerned in Washington. ' ^ 

Buhlor was on the Qer-nan Deek in 80. Because of lack of suitable na’terlal, 
recruiting of agent personnel for SO German onftrations was at a standstill. 
Policy and other problems which iha Theater ailled upon SO, Washington, to 
work out were handled bj| officers above Buhner. As a result, he had no 
work to do hare* SI badly needed someone with Buhlor '• qualifications 
sad Colonel Hoffaan was lasted to approve tthler's transfer* This Colonel 
Bsi’fisan did. Colonel Hoffun did not admse the Held of the transfer 
uatil after it was effected. Tho 30 org/i£*atioa in BT0 did not under- 


stand that the requests Jthey put to WaeWiisgton for aotion on Central 
Buxopean probloaa were being handled by other* then Buhlor. If they had 
fully understood this, lido loot belist* they would have protested the 
transfer so vigorously. (On th*> othorf hand, they tho® a elves night have 
wluhsd to utilise Buhler’W services In ETC. For this reason, it would 
he.vs be en preferable for Colon*! Kaffaan to have cleared the matter with 
ten Field before effecting, the- 'tray defer. 


Tt i.asfer a in Washington of sitlJ-tiwy peraocmel who are aoelgned to a 
Ttioater are always cleared with the Theater prior to the transfer. Is 
civilian persoianel arc not carried on definite alloijaont, clearance of 
ti'iuufiers is not usd# with any Theater. Such transfers are effected 
within tli# discretion of the Ilraaoh Chief, who i* presumed to have 
•wirrall Inaowledge of the needs of his Brsnoh.

The Secretary of War, in a letter to Mr. C. a. '/.Ison, 

U.S. Deputy Mender of the Combined Production and Roeourcee Board, 
dated September 30, 1943, assigned Hugh D. Butler, Lt.^Col., AUo, 
to the staff of the Combined Production and Resourced Board, binco 
then Colonel 3utler performed hie duties as the U.S. Secretary o± 
the CPK8 Combined Coed Committee and its sub-committees with such 
efficiency and good will that I am prompted to express cy apprecia- 
tion of tho War Department's act and propose hio promotion to the 
rank. of Colonel. 

The efforts of the Combined Coal Committee have been concen- 
trated primarily on increasing the supply of ocal in the areas which 
are most readily accessible to the theatres of operation, end secondly 
on effective savings by reducing recpiiremento wherever possible. It 
is estimated that the work of this Committee will bring about a not 
addition of 22 million tons to the Allied Nation.-.' supply of coal in 
the next twelve months,, 

A* United States Secretary of tne Combined Coal Committee 
Colonel Butler ha,e made a major contribution to these accomplishments. 
We feel that his wide background of international experience in 
military and civilian affairs has enablod him to promote a high 
degree of harmony in tho discussions that have taken place among 
the U.S. , U.K., and Canadian representatives of the services and 
civilian agencies composing the membership of the Coal Committee, and 
thus materially expedited the work of the Committee. 

The Navy Department also haa recognised tne importance of the 
work of the Combined Goal Committee by assigning Lt. Cradr. Paul L. 
Hopper, of the Fuels Division, Bureau of Supplies and Accounts, to 
tit#' staff of the Combined Production and Rooources Board to assist 
Colonel Butler.
